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ADVISORY ACTION 

The applicants' response, which included amendment to claim 1, filed 4/17/2006 
under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection has been considered but is not 
deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and will not be entered for 
the following reasons. Applicants should note that if entered, claims 1-18 would be 
allowable as 112 second and first paragraph rejections of claims 1-18 would be 
obviated in view of applicants' amendment to these claims. However, the following 112 
first paragraph rejection made in the previous office action would apply to claim 20 and 
22 and would remain. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 112 

Claims 20 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for treating rheumatoid arthritis, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for treating any or all inflammatory disorder embraced in the instant 
invention. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to use the invention commensurate 
in scope with these clainris for reasons of record. 

This rejection is same as made in the previous office action and is still applicable 
to the claim 20 and the newly added claim 22. 

Although applicants' have limited the diseases to specific diseases as compare 
generic diseases by instant amendment, there is no enabling disclosure for these 
various diseases. Prior art search made earlier did not suggest scope of enablement for 
all the diseases embraced in the instant claims 20 and 22. 
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In addition, tliere is no "effective amount" recited in tliese claims. 
Hence, this rejection is proper and is maintained.
